(Social Sciences, Business, the Humanities); Finding Statistical 
Information; and Database Searching (onHpe and CD-ROM). Brief 
annotations are included with most sources ?isted. The Library of 
Congress call numbers that follow citations should generally conform 
with those used in other acaden»ic libraries. It is hoped that the guide 
will also prove a useful tool for secondary- level teachers..

International Studies Is a field that derives from a variety of 
disciplines, Including political science, economics, history, law, sociology, 
business and. In some cases, literature and the arts. Consequently, 
researchers must often consult a wide variety of reference Sources. 
Identifying which Index, bibliography, guide, etc. to use in your research can 
be difficult. With that in mind, this library guide focuses on standard 
reference tools often used in the field of International Studies. Should you 
need assistance beyond that provided here, ask a Reference Librarian for help. 



I. IDENTIFYING BOOKS AND REPORTS 

Please note that books devoted to single countries are generally 
NOT included in this guide. These can be identified by using the 
Subject section of the Library's Public Catalog (on microfilm and 
microfiche) .

ttnen using this Subject Catalog, keep in mind that: 

--Cross references are provided to the correct subject headings, or to 
other relevant headings . 

--Newest books are listed first, 

--Most United States documents available in the Library are listed in 
the public catalog. The catalog also contains listings for United 
Nations documents . 

After identifying the appropriate call number and going to the shelves, 
you may want to examine nearby books for related titles. Another 
approach is to check the footnotes and bibliographies of books already 
found to be valuable. This step can be very effective in identifying 
additional sources for your research paper. 

II. INDEXING AND ABSTRACTING SERVICES 

The following Indexes are located in the "Indexes and Abstracts" area of 
the Reference Department. Although most of them index only j ournal 
articles, several also Include books, book reviews, newspapers, and 
government documents. Some provide abstracts , or brief summaries of 
each article or book. Publishers of printed Indexes sometimes produce 
an online database which can be searched by computer (see Section XI). 
These online files generally cover only the last fifteen years, or even 
less. Databases on CD-ROM (compact disk - read only memory) available 
in Maddux Library are also described in Section XI.

Once you know an important author/key work, you can use 
the Citation Index to identify other authors who have cited that 
particular author/work. This makes it possible to trace a theory, or 
line of research, over a period of years. SSCI also provide indexes for 
authors (Source Index) -- key words (Permuterm Index) --organizations 
(Corporate Index) .

Predicasts publishes the largest index for business. This is a very 
useful source for identifying articles on foreign companies and 
industries.

III. NEWSPAPERS AND DIGESTS 

Newspapers are not only excellent sources of information on recent news 
stories but are also valuable for contemporary accounts of events which 
occurred in years past. It is unfortunate that most newspapers are not 
indexed. The index (if one exists) serves as a guide to contents of the 
newspaper on microfilm. Recent papers are on current display and 
er.rlier issues, if kept, are on microfilm.

IV. SOURCES OF GOVERNMENT INFORMATION 

The Maddux Library is a "partial depository" of United States 
publications. The Gov^ «*nment documents are shelved in a separate collection 
on the Main floor. They are arranged according to the Superintendent of 
Documents Classification System. The SuDocs number assigned to each document 
begins with a letter (or letters) indicating the parent agency. For example, 
the SuDocs number (S 1.69/2: year) for Foreign Consular Offices in the United 
States indicates this was issued by the Department of State. 

One approach for locating goveriwient publications is to consult the 
Library's public catalog (microfilm or microfiche) since thousands of recent 
documents are listed there. Quite often, you will need to use one of the 
following specialized indexes to help yoti Identify a particular document. 
These indexes will supply the all-important SviDocs number. Please note that 
many documents are now being supplied to libraries in microfiche format.
